Mr. Looker supplied their worships with s 
plan of the Kowloon wharves, explained to 
them the conditions governing the berthing 
of ships on either side of o wharf, and 
described the nature of tho tides in, connection 
with the whorf in question, He farther 
stated that it was the duty of a pilot to use his 
utmost: caro and diligdéneo.and . more...svas’ 
expected from him thu from the driver of 9 
carriage. If it wore proved that thia accident 
could have heen avoided, he submitted: that the 
negligence proved a breach of the r-golation, 
The Godown Company tovk no responsibility | 
for the berthing of ships, bat bad a wharfinger 
to-render assistance if necessary. It was on 
improper thing for the pilot to carry out ‘his 
manewurres for going alongaide with- four or 
five Chinese launches hanging on to the side of 
his ship, os serious damage might havo accrued 
to the shim, and it was merely o matter of Inck 
that she sustained no wore damage than she 
did, There hud never been any accident under 
the old Chivese pilots, bnt since the new 
Ordinance’ hod been. introduced there had 
been imminent risk, and it was to 
remind the present pilots of tho caro it was 
necessary for them to exercise that these 
proceedings wore being instituted. ‘The points 
he wished to introduce to their worships’ con- 
sideration were (1) The pilot did not adopt tho 
ordicary precaution of going close up to the 
wharf to ascertain the state of tide; (2) when 
tursing the ship to head her into the shore he 
did not turn her ia the right placo where chips 
are ordinarily turned, but turned her: too. 
far out und tvo far down; (3) he failed

YANGTSZE STEAMER, BURNED. 
SeeR ee pe evr 

Tho destruction by fire of tho Indo-China 
steam Navigation Co's river steamer Yuenwo 
-ia reported, on April 26th. It occurred on the 
voyage from Hankow to Shaughai, with 12,010 
bags of rica and many passongers, ‘including 
foreigners, at 2 pointabout twanty miles beyond 
Tungchou, A ponionmong Chinese passengers 
caused o heavy loss of Chinesetlife, two of the 
boats boing swamped ina rush. Some jumped 
overboard and wera drownad; others wore 


urnod while trying to rescue their property. 
Official estimates put the casualties af thirty 
or forty; Chinese reports make it fully two 
hundred. One compradore sank becanse of tho 
load of dollurs and sycos he carried ; but he got 
rid of it, and wos picked up. The ship is 
beached bow on at Tungehou, and was expected 
to burn about three days, Only the steel hinll 
romained at latest advices, Lhe N.C. Daity 
News adds the following thrilling story :— 

Mr. Alfred Ross, who was o passenger on tho 
steamer had o very narrow cxcape, He was 
awakened by the noise aud had loft his cabin in . 
timo to gat away by tho first boot, but seoing 
the confasion among the Uhineso he ron aft aud 
endeavoured to assist in restoring order, After 
throwing over Jifebuoys, ho assisted the 3rd 
officer to lower one of the pwt side boats. It 
was immediately filled, by about 190 Chineso 
ond swamped, the ccoupants beiag thrown into 
the water, Another boat was lowered, 
crowded, and swamped iu the samo way. - 
While s third boat was being let down : 
it canted over and Mr. Ross was caught by the 
leg in the hslyards, remuining -fixed “ aud 
immersed up to the body in water for sometime, 
He was rescued with some bruises and then 
attempted to escape on some xpurs, but only 
succeaded in drifting round to tho stern of the 
vessel where he clung on to the sigaal hauling. | 
Tho water was full of struggling and drowning | 
Chinese, and several of these clung on to Mr. 
Ross aud almost puld him under, When ho 
was almost exhanst-t he migaged to altenct the 
attention of ons of tho hip’ officors in a boat 
and was dragged on bu«rd. 80 narrow was his 
escape that the bodies of two dead Chinese were 
still clmying to his elothos when ho was rescued. 
Br. Ross was thon cared for on board the Suian 
by which ho travelled down to Shaaghal. Ho 
dosires to express his thanks to the officers of 
that ahip and al-o to thoss who picked:him out 
of the water. In Mr. Ross's estimation very 
fow of the Chinese who crowded the two boats 
‘that were swamped survived. The shore was 
lined with natives and sampans, but, no attempt 
was made by them to assist in ‘rescuing the 
uvfortunate passengers,

Asa nintter of fact, 
death by decapitation was the severest punish. 
ment permitted in the Jaws of the Imporial 
dynasty (before the conquest of China), but 
when our ancoators entored this country the old 
laws of the preceding Ming dynasty’ were 
embodied iuto our own, in cousequence of which 
such extreme rentences as death by Lingch‘ih 
{slicing process) and tho like wes allowed in

-| teckloss.« This sort of punishmont is not a 


merciful one and is contrary to our desird in the 

dispousation of justice and meroy. In viow of 
this, therefore, since our Ministers ara engaged

M. HANOTAUX ON THE WAR. 

- M. Hanotauxz contributes to the Gzronde, tha 
leading Bordeaux paper, an interesting apprecia- 
tion of the present situation in Manchuria 
After pointing unt that the inforiority of the 
Russian army has been due to tho fact that it 
has but one base of oporations— namely, the 
‘Lrang-Siberion Railwny—and that the Japaneso 
General Staff thus.always knows where to find 
it, ho shows thot the extraordinary audaocity of 
the: Jopanese turning movements follows quite 
natu¥ally as a logical consequences, and that 
Kouropatkin’s so-culled apathy had the same 
origin, It bas all along been impossible for 
him to manq@uvro in the complete military s«nso 
of tho word. M. Hanotanx raises the question 
os to whether Linevitch will be freer in his 
movements. ' He thinks tbat, now that the field 
of operstivns is going to change, fortune may to 
a certain extent. amile on the Russisns; for 
henceforth Japan’s sole base of operations will 
likewise be t.e Traus-Biberion, and the Russian 
army will have greater facility in manwuvring. 
The double base of the Sungari sid Kirin 4 
imposes upon the Japanese a double objective ; 
and the intervention of the Vladivostok army in 
the Japanese rear. is:possible. 

It is this hope of retrieving recent disasters 
which M. Hanotaux thinks is now probably: 
inspiring the'gttitnde of the Russian Govern- 
moat. in -its*ilecision fo- continue the war.
